Handicap at New Market, England. 

The two small children of George 
Staryeu, Stamford (Conn.) con- 
tractor, held a ticket on Nitsichin, 
winner of the race, and are ex- 
pected to win nearly $150,000. Sev- 
eral other persons in New England 
won smaller prizes on mere start- 
ers in the race. 

Murray, when informed last 
night of his good fortune, de- 
clined to start spending the money 
until he gets it, but he said he ex- 
pected to use the cash in paying 
off the mortgage on his Charles- 
town home, in taking a trip to Ire- 
land to visit his mother, and in giv- 
ing his children a good education. 

He had bought tick@ts on other 
races, he said, and was hopeful that 
he might win a prize on them, but 
this particular ticket, he declared, 
he bought from a fellow workman 
“just to help him out.” 

It was learned in Stamford last 
night that the mother of the two 
children, George, 12, and Mary, 6, 
winners of the grand prize on the 
race, was going to throw the tick- 
et away last week, just a few hours 
before official notification was re- 
ceived that the ticket drew the 10 
to 1 horse. 

Mrs. Staryeu found the ticket in 
her husband's desk when she was 
cleaning it. She was about to 
throw it away, but decided she 
would wait.and have her husband 
throw away the “junk.” 


Her husband broustit the ticket 


without her knowledge and had 
used the names of the children in 
filling out the stub. 

Last year’s grand prize was $117,- 
000 and this year's is expected to 
be much larger. 

Murray is employed as a wool 
sorter for Adams & Leland of Bos- 
ton. He has lived in Charlestown 
for nearly 25 years. Bringing up 
his six children, the oldest now 18, 
and trying to buy the home in 
which he lives, Murray has had his 
“nose to the grindstone,” as he 
phrased it, for many years. 

This windfall, he declared, will 
give him a chance to take a brief 
vacation, clear up the mortgage on 
the house and assure the education 
of the children. 

The oldest, Mary, 18, has fin- 
ished high school and the rest of 
the youngsters are attending the 
Charlestown schools. The other 
Murray children are Joseph, Thom- 
as, Margaret, John and James.

At first they 
said they had several children in 
mind, sons and daughters of 
wealthy Brooklyn parents, but 
they finally decided to seize young 
Russell, son of Arthur S. Russell, 
wealthy stock exchange broker. 

They were quoted as saying they 
took him on his way home from 
school, one of them holding him 
in the apartment while the other 
phoned a demand for $25,000 ran- 
som. When he emerged from their 
apartment a second time to make 
another call, August said he 
learned that a general alarm had 
gone out and that nearly all of the 
police in New York were looking 
for the boy.

Loses His Life

CAIRO, Egypt. Oct. 13.—El- 
bridge Rand Herron, an American 
mountain climber, slipped and fell 
to his death from the top of the 
great pyramid today. 

Herron was a member of the 
German-American Himalayan ex- 
pedition which recently attempted 
to scale Nanga Parbat. He was 
returning to Europe and had land- 
ed at Suez from a steamer this 
morning. He motored to Cairo to 
spend the day at the pyramids, in- 
tending to rejoin his ship at Port 
Said. 

Challenged by the height of the 
pyramid; which rises 461 feet 
above the desert plateau, Herron 
proceeded to climb it. Many tour- 
ists have made the climb with the 
help of dragomen and is not con- 
sidered difficult, although some of 
the great blocks of sandstone have 
a tendency to crumble at the edges.

ARMY’S EVICTION | 


Demands Drafted at Recent 
Convention of Veterans 
—Gen. Hines at White 
House Conference. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Presi- 
dent Hoover received a delegation 
from the Bonus Expeditionary 
Force today after its leader, Hoke 
Smith, had conferred for more than 
an hour with one of the President’s 
secretaries. Two women were in 
the party. 

Gen. Frank T. Hines, director of 
veterans’ affairs, stood beside the 
President's desk as the delegation 
filed into thé private office. 
in the lobby outside heard the 


President say: Gentlemen, I am 


glad to see you.“ 
Smith placed on the desk a peti- 
tion asking that the veterans be 


given clothing, cots, mattresses and 
blankets and a food allowance of 


not less than 15 cents a day. 
“Shown Evéry Courtesy.” 

We were received by the Presi- 
dent and shown every courtesy,” 
Smith told newspaper men as they 
left the White House. 

“We gave our petition to Gen. 
Hines in the presence of the Pres- 
ident. We pledged our unswerving 
allegiance to the Constitution and 
the flag.“ Smith said. 

The petition, approved by a re- 
cent convention at Uniontown, Pa., 
concluded: 

“We, the assembled representa- 
tives of the B. E. F. do hereby cen- 
sure you and those of your admin- 
istration who took part in, and the 
means used in the forceful eviction 
of the B. E. F. from the District 
of Columbia on July 28 and 239, 
1932.” 

In addition to the clothing, blan- 
kets and food, the petition asked 
that the President “recognize the 
need for the immediate payment of 
the adjusted service certificates.” 

Th demand for direct relief, the 
resolution said, was made after a 
law had been enacted by the last 
Congress providing an appropria- 
tion of $50,000 for “the entertain- 
ment of French veterans.” 

Walter Newton, the secretary 
with whom Smith had conferred 
before being admitted to see the 
President, told newspaper men 
later that Mr. Hoover had in- 
formed the delegation he disagreed 
with some of their objectives and 
was glad they had decided not “to 
repeat the scenes that occurred in 
Washington during the last spring 
and summer.” 

Statement of Hoover Secretary. 

Newton dictated the following 
statement: 

“Commander Smith stated to the 
President that they wished to pay 
their respects, tender their support 
and pledge their loyalty to the 
President and the Constitution of 
the United States. 

“The President expressed his 
pleasure at that statement and ‘told 
them that they would recognize 
that he disagreed in point of view 
with some of their objectives and 
that he had to consider 25,000,000 
families in the United States in 
these times of distress as well as 
members of special groups. 

“He said he was glad that they 
had determined to present their 
proposals to the Congress through 
appropriate committees rather than 
repeat the scenes that occurred in

JACKSONVILLE, Fia., Oct. 13. 
George W. Courson, former cap- 
tain of the guards at the Sunbeam 
— Camp, went on the witness 
stand today to defend himself 
against the charge that he mur- 
dered Arthur Maillefert in a prison 
sweatbox. The other defendant is 
Solomon Higginbotham, a former 
guard. 0 

Courson, who weighs 285 pounds, 
said he ‘was born in Georgia, was 
57 years old and had lived in For- 
ida 34 years. He is the father of 
five children. 

For 26 years, he said, he worked 
as a railroad section foreman. He 
has been connected with the State 
prison camps for 12 years. 

He said he worked his way up 
from a team foreman to a camp 
captain. He was acting captain at 
Sunbeam Camp in place of J. F. 
Baker when Mailletert died. 

Says Convict Was Defiant. 

Asked to tell about the death 
of Maillefert, Courson began: 

“On the morning of June 1, Road 
Foreman Denmark brought Maille- 
tert to camp. Jersey (Maillefert) 
said: ‘Captain, I done served my 
sentence. I don’t intend to hit an- 
other damn lick.’ 

“I told him, ‘No, sir, your time is 
not made. You were sentenced 
here for nine years and my job 
ig to see you do it.“ 

Courson said he tried to reason 
with the youth, but Maillefert con- 


tinued to say: I've served my 
time.’ 


“He said: ‘if you don’t kill me, 
you're yellow.“ 

“I teld him I must be yellow 
then, because I was not going to 
kill him. If they had wanted you 
killed, they would have Killed you 
before they sent you here, I told 
him. I asked him if he was sick 
or anything and he said: ‘Not a 
thing wrong.“ 

Had Doctor Examine Youth. 

Courson said he sent Maillefert 
back to the road work, but about 
4 o'clock that afternoon “they 
brought him in again.“ 

“I told him I was going to have 
to put him in the sweatbox and 
to make sure there wasn’t any- 
thing wrong with him, I called a 
doctor and he told me he had sel- 
dom seen a better body on a 1..an.” 

Courson told of having left the 
convict in the box that night and 
of going out later and hearing 
“Jersey cutting on the box.” 

He called a guard to stand by 
and see the youth did not escape, 

Next morning I went to the box 
and found how he got the knife 
in the box,” he said. “Jersey said 
to me, ‘I’m going home.’ I said, 
‘No, you're not.’ He said, ‘Well, 
I'm going to hell then.“ 

Courson told how he rigged up a 
barrel and put it on Maillefert, tell- 
ing him he could walk about the 
yard, sit down in the sweatbox or 
amuse himself. 


Wanted Convict “Comfortable.” 


he said he told Mailiefert. 

Courson said he was warned by 
a trusty that “Jersey” could get 
out of the barrel. 

On two occasions, he said, he saw 


get away again,’ he told me. 
I said ‘No, you won't, I'll chain 
you so you can't reach them.’” 
Courson told of talking to the 
youth, trying “to make him do bet- 
ter while they were putting him 
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acreas, was robbed two weeks ago 
of about $20,000 in jewelry and 
money. The loot included a dia- 


mond necklace set with three-carat 
stones, a bracelet also studded with 
three-carat diamonds, a diamond 
ring valued at $16,000 and $3400 
in cash.

great, numerically, as in that of 
white voters. ö 
An analysis issued by the Elec- 
tion Board yesterday, on the basis 
of last month’s general registra- 
tion, shows 10,932 more Negro 
voters enrolled than in 1928 and 
12,449 more whites. The rate, of 
‘increase for Negroes in the last 
four years was 31.1 per cent and 
tor whites 3.8 per cent. . 

The 1932 registration is divided 
as follows: White men, 189,675; 
white women, 150,296; Negro men, 
27,125; Negro women, 18,957; total, 
386,063. 7 

In comparison, the 1928 registra- 
tion was: White men, 183,487; 
white women, 144,035; Negro men, 
21,674; Negro women, 13,476; total, 
363,673. 

Enrollment of Negro voters in 
the last four general registrations, 
in proportion to the totals, has 
been: 1932, 46,082 Negroes, or 11.9 
per cent of the total; 1928, 25,150 
Negroes, or 9.6 per cent; 1924, 34,- 
075 Negroes, or 11.2 per cent; 1920, 
30,878 Negroes, or 9.7 per cent. 
In the past the Negro vote has 
gone almost altogether to the Re- 
publican party. | 

Negro Majority in Four Wards. 

In four wards.the current Negro 
registration is greater than the 
white. The figures: Fourth Ward, 
5632 Negroes, 4082 whites; Fifth, 
4911 Negroes, 3150 whites; Sixth, 
6635 Negroes, 2837 whites; Nine- 
teenth, 7008 Negroes, 4717 whites. 
Other wards with a large Negro 
electorate are the Sixteenth, Seven- 
teenth, Twentieth and Twenty- 
third. The 1930 census showed. 
93,580 Negroes in St. Louis, or 11.3 
per cent of the total populatign of 
321.960. 

The total registration is 6.4 per 
cent greater than that of 1928, the 
increase having been 23,391. 

In three wards—the Fifteenth, 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-eighth— 
registration of women is greater 
than that of men. The population 
of these wards is almost entirely 
white. 

The registration of women has 
shown a growth numerically since 
they received the ballot in 1920, 
but it has not gained much in pro- 
portion to the men. There are 
169,253 women, white and Negro, 
on the books now, a gain of 7.7 
per cent for the sex over the regis- 
tration of 1928. This represents 
43.8 per cent of the total registra- 
tion, a new record. In 1928 there 
were 157,076 women qualified, or 
43.4 per cent of the total; in 1924, 
115,570, or. 38.1 per cent, and in 
1920, 125,883, or 40.2 per cent. 

A large increase in the number of 
Negro women registered has oc- 
curred in the last four years—a 
gain of 5492, or 40.7 per cent.

The 
board will send letters to all of 
these persons, to verify the enroll- 
ment, Where the postoffice is 
able to make delivery of a letter 
as addressed the recipient's regis- 
tration will not be affected.

NEW YORK, Oct. 13.—Only tour 
industries now are providing 40 
hours a week or more to their em- 
ployes, while eight cannot provide 
as much as 30 hours, the monthly 
reports to the National Industrial 
Conference Board by 1500 employ- 


tiers indicate. 


In August, which showed a one- 
tenth of 1 per cent gain over July, 
the average number of hours 
worked a week in 21 reporting in- 
dustrial divisions was 32.2 hours. 
Three years ago, in 1929, the 
manufacturing establishments of 


‘the United States, with some excep- 


tions, reported to the Bureau of the 


70 per cent worked 45 or more 
hours a week, and mort than 86 per 
cent of the wage earners worked 
in such factories.. These figures 
are significant in view ot the fact 
that prominent authorities are urg- 
ing the general adoption of a 40- 
hour week as an emergency mea- 
gure to meet the present unemploy- 
ment situation. 

“The board’s records indicate 
chat the opportunity of employ- 
ing more workers by reducing 


working time to 40 hours is rare, | 


and suggests that in many cases 
the adoption of a 40-hour week 
would mean an increase in output, 


which, if salable, would be most 


welcome to the manufacturers. 

“While, of course, the figures 
here given are averages that do 
not exclude individual cases with 
longer hours, it is none the less a 
striking fact that only four of the 
industries named provide an aver- 
age of more than 40 hours per 
week. By contrast, as many as 
eight industries have reached zo 
low an ebb of activity, that they 
cannot provide so much as 30 hours 
a week.” 

In August, the boot and ‘shoe in- 
dustry provided 41,7 hours a week; 
the meat packing industry, 47.9 
hours; the news and magazine 
printing industry, 41.4 hours; the 
silk industry, 40.8 hours; the auto- 
mobile industry, 22 hours; the elec- 
trical manufacturing, 24.9 hours: 
iron and steel, 24:8 hours; rubber, 
39.2; foandries and machine shops. 
27.4 hours. Other principal indus- 
tries ranged between 30 and 40 
hours. 3 

“For those employed.“ the board 
comments, “this reduction in the 
hours of available work is the most 
important factor in determining 
their condition. The average 
weekly earnings had fallen in Au- 
gust, 1932, to $15.35, which is 42.3 
per cent below the level of 1923. 

“Since upon those who have 
been able to hold their jobs falls a 
considerable burden for the sup- 
port of those who have been un- 
fortunate enough to lose them, it 
will be understood that the de- 
crease in the earning power of the 
workers is more serious than ap- 
pears on the face of things.” 

The decline in weekly earnings 
of wage earners has been mitigated 
in part by a decline in their cost of 
living, but even so, the board finds, 
their incomes can buy only three- 
fourths as much now as in 1923.

The citizens’ committee appoint- 
ed to campaign for the $4,600,000 
relief bond issue, which will be 

submitted to voters Nov. 8, began 
its work today when officers of 
‘subcommittees met at the Mark 
Twain Hotel to receive instructions. 

Jules Field, campaign director, 
and Harry Wallace, executive chair- 
man of the committee, told them 
a whirlwind campaign will be 


made for three weeks before the 
election, to inform voters of relief 


needs and of the proposal to retire 


the bonds without an increase in 
taxation by continuing toll charges 
on the Municipal Bridge. 

A tentative draft of a campaign 
pamphlet read at the meeting esti- 
mated the need for 1933 at $8,500,- 
000. Of this, it is proposed to ob- 
tain $4,600,000 through the bond 
issue and $3,900,000 through a 
combined campaign for public sub- 
scriptions which it is planned to 
hold in December. The bonds, if 
authorized, will be sold as needed, 
and should conditions improve, city 
officials hope part of the issue will 
never be sold. 

“That will be the need, whether 
the bond issue passes or not,“ Field 
said, “and the people of St. Louis 
will have to meet it, if not by 
bonds, then by some other means.” 
If the bond issue should fail, he 
said, the bridge toll charges would 
have to be continued anyway, and 
other taxes would have to be im- 
posed. 

Out of the $8,500,000 which will 
be sought for next year it is esti- 
mated that $6,000,000 will be re- 
quired for unemployment relief 
agencies, and $2,500,000 for hos- 
pitals, orphan asylums, old folks’ 
homes and similar institutions. 
These are to participate in the 
joint appeal for public contribu- 
tions, but character building and 
similar agenties which have par- 
ticipated in Community Fund drives 
will be excluded. 

$6,000,000 for Unemployed. 

Wallace urged that the Bond Is- 
sue Campaign Committee perfect 
its organization down to the pre- 
cincts, and Field said both Repub- 
lican and Democratic City Commit- 
tees had agreed to assist in that 
work. 

It is planned to spend part of 
the proceeds of the bond issue for 
providing jobs in a program of 
work relief, but no definite pro- 

portion has been decided upon. 

: Pian for Retiring Bonds. 

The proposal to retire the bonds 
by continuing toll charges on the 
Municipal Bridge will be intro- 
duced tomorrow in the Board of 
Aldermen, meeting in special ses- 
sion for that purpose. President 
Neun of the Board of Aldermen 
said tomorrow's action will be a 
formality, but he urged members 
of the committee to be present Sat- 
urday or Monday when the pro- 
posal, in the form of an amendment 
to the present toll ordinance, will 
be up for a second reading. 

Neun said there were indications 
that considerable opposition would 
develop. The toll charges were 
enacted last July as an emergency 
measure, and were to have been 
effective for only one year.

HOOVER WARNS LAWYERS — 
AGAINST ‘FALSE PROPHETS’ 
AND ‘VAIN ALLUREMENTS’ 


Tells Bar Association That Unworkable 
Theories of Government Would Destroy 
Liberty and Economic Security.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—Presi- 

dent Hoover, addressing a meeting 


of the American Bar Association 
here last night, called upon the 
lawyers of the country to resist the 
“vain allurements” which he said 
are being held out to the people 
“by men of public reputation in 
economics and even by men in 
public life.” 

Though he did not name the 
men that he had in mind or make 
any direct reference to the cam- 
paign, his remarks in this connec- 
tion were naturally given a. politi- 
cal significance by his hearers. 

After extolling the part taken by 
lawyers in devising the machinery 
of eur Government—a machinery 
which he said “had no less than 
divine inspiration“ —the President 
said that lawyers were still needed 
today as moulders and leaders of 
public opinion. He felt, however, 
that too. often “the finest repre- 
sentatives” of the profession left 
this field of public service to “less 
useful members” of the craft and 
to other agencies. 

“There is,” he continued, “an 
especial timeliness in this observa- 
tion. Today, perhaps as never be- 
fore, our very form of government 
is on trial in the eyes of millions 
of our citizens. Economic stresses 
of unparalleled magnitude have 
wracked our people, and in their 
distress some are tempted to lay 
the blame for their troubles upon 
the system of government under 
which they live. It is not an un- 
natural instinct, however mistaken 
it may be. 

Betrayal of People’s Interests. 

“It can be a dangerous thing, if 
wise and trusted men fail to ex- 
plain to the people how often in 
history the people’s interests have 
been betrayed by false prophets of 
a millenium, promised through se- 
ductive but unworkable and disas- 
trous theories of government. 

“The menace is doubled by the 
fact that these vain allurements 
are today being offered to our 
harassed people by men Of public 
reputation in economics and even 
by men in public life. No man can 
foretell to what lengths the pres- 
sure of public clamor may at any 
time be brought to bear upon those 
charged with the processes of gov- 
ernment to yield to changes which 
you know, before they are tried. 
would destroy personal liberty and 
sweep away the security of savings 
and wages. built up by centuries of 
experience, All progress and growth 
is a matter of change, but change 
must be growth within our social 
and governmental concepts if it 
should not destroy them.” 

The President charged the law- 
yers with the constant duty of 
warning the people against old 
and fatal experiments under new 
and glamorous names” and of de- 
fending the American system of 
government against “reckless as- 
saults of designing persons.” It 
was their task, he said, to prove 
again that the judicial system of 
the country is the very citadel of 
the rights of the poor“ and that 
the “impregnable apex” of that 
system was the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 

He paid glowing tribute to the 
Supreme Court for helping to bring 
about that readjustment of Fed- 
eral laws to State laws made neces- 
sary by the spreading of business 
across state lines. 

Though it was one of the great 
good fortunes of our form of gov- 
ernment, the President continued, 
that the 48 States provided 48 sep- 
arate laboratories of social and eco- 
nomic experimentation, still it had 
become necessary, through. the 
years, to develop a system of Fed- 
eral control over interstate activi-. 
ties. 

Centralization of Government, 

This condition gave rise to one 
of the most difficult and delicate 
problems of the republic. On the 
one hand, a sense of responsibility 
in the states must be maintained; 
on the other hand. -the Federal 
Government must be courageous 
in extending its regulatory powers 
when the capecity of the states to 
protect their citizens proved insuf- 
ficient. 

He warned against the 
meaning reformer” whose

ties caused him constantly to advo- 
cate Federal intervention in the in- 
terest of “a rigid uniformity of re- 
form throughout the nation.” 

“Tt is better,” the President said, 
“that we should witness some in- 
stances of failure of municipal and 
state government to discharge fe- 
sponsibilities in protection and gov- 
ernment of their people rather than 
that we should drive this republic 
to a centralization which will mean 
the ,deadening of its great main- 
spring of progress, which is the 
discovery and experimentation and 
advancement by the local com- 
munity.” 

Touching briefly upon the prob- 
lem of crime, the President point- 
ed out that aithough crime had 
become frequently interstate, its 
suppression must remain ‘funda- 
mentally the responsibility of state 
and local governments and not the 
Federal Government. 


On Judicial Reform. 


In this connection, he declared 
that upon the legal profession rest- 
ed the serious duty of simplifying 
legal procedure, to the end that 
the administration of the law be 
made “a terror to evildoers by its 
promptness and certainty.” Also, 
he said, there was urgent “need of 
reform in the laws and procedure 
relating to civil actions, bankrupt- 
cies, receiverships and the manage- 
ment of -estates. Simplificatibn 
was required in order that the 
“economic wastes” in this field 
might be reduced. 

He laid upon the profession the 
further duty of casting out un- 
worthy members. Commending 
the bar association for its efforts 
in this direction, he urged it to yet 
greater zeal, “not only for the 
honor of your profession but for 
the welfare of the state.” 

Finally, the President congratu- 
lated the association upon the 
“happy occasion” in which it was 
about to participate—the dedication 
of the new Supreme Court Build- 
ing» This building, he said, would 
stand as an enduriog reminder to 
the people “of the debt of grati- 
tude they owe to the Supreme Court

Introduced by Hughes. 
Introducing President Hoover, 
Chief Justice Hughes aroused ap- 
plause when he referred to the late 
President Wilson as follows: 

“When the annual meeting of 
this association was last held in 
Washington, in the trying days of 
the autumn of 1914, President Wil- 
son honored the meeting with his 
presence. He spoke of himself as 
being ‘in part the embodiment of 
the law.’ Urging upon us the need 
of its improvement, he spoke elo- 
quently of the importance of giv- 
ing heed to the moral judgments 
of mankind. Some of us who were 
present on that historic occasion 
remember his stirring address and 
his concluding words: ‘My hope is 
that, being stirred to the depths by 
the extraordinary circumstances of 
the time in which we live, we may 
recover from those depths some- 
thing of a renewal of that vision of 
the law ‘with which men may be 
supposed to have started out in 
the old days of the oracles, who 
communed with the intimations of 
divinity.* 

“Eighteen years have passed. 

The great war, then begun in Eu- 
rope and ended 14 years ago, has 
given us a different world with 
problems undreamed of when Pres- 
ident Wilson spoke. But in the 
midst of the storm we will steer by 
the compass. 
‘When Mr. Taft, as president of 
this association, introduced Pres- 
ident Wilson on the occasion to 
which I have referred, he attested 
our high respect for his office and 
our personal. confidence in his 
ability and purpose. We extend 
the same greeting to his successor, 
burdened with responsibilities not 
less. As American citizens, re- 
gardless of party, as lawyers de- 
voted to the institutions of our 
Government, we welcome our chief 
magistrate, the embodiment of the 
law, and we tender to him our fit- 
ting assurances of profound re- 
spect and deserved esteem.”

A'S NEW 
EMPIRE TARIFFS 
EFFEGIIVE TODAY 


Premier Bennett Announc- 
es Preferential Rates Ac- 
corded to Imports From 
Great Britain. 


By the Associated Press. 
OTTAWA, Oct. 12.— The Do- 


minion of Canada has adjusted its 
tariff rates to favor the United 
Kingdom and has announceda list 
of preferences the mother country 
soon will give in return. 


Prime Minister Bennett disclosed 
to Parliament yesterday a trade 
agreement executed between this 
dominion and the United Kingdom 
at the imperial conference in July. 

Last midnig Canada put into 
effect the schedules imposed on its 
side of the treaty. 

Thus, the first of a series of em- 
pire tariff walls have been erected. 
The duties affect many importa- 
tions from the United States as 
well as from the rest of the world. 

Many products from the United 
States will enter Canada or Great 
Britain or both at a disadvantage 
when the British side of the agree- 
ment is carried out probably later 
in the month. 

Preference for Britain. 

For the present, the new Cana- 
dian schedules will have the effect 
of permitting British products to 
enter Canada on a preferred basis 
and among these will be various 
iron and steel products, chemicals 
and drugs, spirituous liquors, glass, 
many sorts of manufactured goods, 
automobiles and tobacco. 

In a general way the new rates 
indicate that Canada has increased 
British preference on 223 of the 
262 items that make up the tariff 
schedules, and increase from 80 to 
157 the number of items on the 
free list for the United Kingdom. 

(An authoritative source in Lon- 
don jast night said this would mean 
that 40 per cent of the United 
Kingdom's exports to Canada would 
benefit by lower duty, and that 
probably $8,000,000 worth of Brit- 
ish goods annually exported to 
Canada would be on the Canadian 
free list hereafter.) 

Under the new trade pact, many 
Canadian products will enter Great 
Britaim under preferences. “This 
will be accomplished either through 
a better .preference rate for Ca- 
nadian products or additions to 
the free entry list for Canada on 
the part of the United Kingdom. 

Thus Canadian wheat will enter 
the Kingdom duty free, against the 
general tariff of 3 pence per bush- 
el (4.32 U. S. cents) on wheat from 
other countries. Other Canadian 
products to be favored include a 
large variety of manufactures, fish 
products, mineral products, certain 
pork products, butter, cheese, 
apples, canned tomatoes and milk 
products. 

Prime Minister Bennett ex- 
plained also the treaties that Can- 
ada arranged at the imperial con- 
ference with South Africa, the 
frish Free State, and Southern 
Rhodesia. 

More Empire Pacts... 

Bennett said the arrangement 
with South Africa would provide 
preferences on a number of impor- 
tant foodstuffs, forest products and 
manufactured goods from Canada. 

He said the Irish Free State had 
extended definitely to Canadian 
products the principle of prefer- 
ential rates for empire goods, plac- 
ing trade relations between the two 
dominions on a treaty basis. In 
return the Irish Free State will 
have the same tariff treatment as 
Canada gives the United Kingdom.

A Criticism of the Teagle Plan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

H injustice of the share-the-work 

movement lies in the fact that the 
worker carries the entire burden. The 
point has been emphasized that payrolls 
will not be increased. That many 6f 
those now working approve the move- 
ment is evidence of their unselfishness 
and concern for the plight of the desti- 
tute unemployed. If employers would 
assume half the loss by raising wages, 
the plan would be still more enthusias- 
tically received. 

As far as I know, no one has sug- 
gested a movement for the sharing of 
dividends. It is true that in some cases 
dividends are rather scanty, but it is also 
true that thousands of workers are re- 
ceiving wages so meager that they are 
able to buy only the barest necessities of 
life. 

« Neither have I heard of any movement 
whereby highly-paid corporation officials 
would. be obliged to share their fat sal- 
aries and bonuses with theit less fortu- 
nate fellow men. The idea seems to be 
to place upon the shoulders of the work- 
jng man the greater part of the burden 
of the depression. 

I have long believed that the only road 
back to prosperity is through a shorter 
Work week, but to be effective it must 
be accompanied by a corresponding in- 
crease in the hourly wage scale.

Upon the other hand, the committee 
can ta degree allay popular apprehension in the 
State as to the influence and power of the Pendergast 
machine by giving the nomination to one whom the 
machine opposed in the primaries. It is unlikely that 
Boss Pendergast would fight Mr. Dearmont under the 
circumstances.

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A HERO REMEMBERED. 


Up in Wisconsin and Minnesota the good- folk 
have just united in the celebration of a day in mem- 
ory of Leif Ericsson. Well they may and well may 
other elements besides the Scandinavian in our pop- 
ulation avail themselves of a stated occasion to recall 
the place of that bold cleaver of the seas in the story 
of America.

The Saga of Eric the Red, substantiated 
by early writings of Iceland, is all the authority 
needed for believing that he visited North American 
shores nearly 1000 years ago. He battled sleet-laden 
winds fqr Norway and Christianity, and it was when 
under commission to visit Greenland that rough 
seas carried him to a strange coast and the wild 
grapes that led him to call it Vinland. Soon after 
the young navigator set foot most probably on what 
is now Nova Scotia, rugged traders. were withstand- 
ing the rigors of life on the edge of a new world, 
In their Viking pioneer, the sons and daughters of 
the European Northland among us take only just 
pride. No group whose living has gone into the mak- 
ing of Ameriea followed a leader cast in more heroic 
mold. — 
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NO “UNAVOIDABLE” ACCIDENTS. 

For all practical purposes, there is no such thing as 
an “unavoidable” accident, involving either railway 
trains or motor vehicles, says W. P. Borland, director 
of safety of the Interstate Commerce Commission. 
That is, in whatever fashion the accident occurs, one 
party or the other, or some outside agency, is culpa- 
ble. Exceptions may be imagined, but these are such 
rare events that the statement may stand as 99 per 
cent correct. Yet this view is not the ordinary way 
of thinking, for Coroners’ juries bring in verdicts of 
“gnavoidable accident” almost every day, and there’ 
is no protest. 

However, there are rules of the road, written and 
unwritten, expressly designed to prevent ten and] 
Strictly followed, they would achieve that end, but 


observance. The railroads have a better record, 
doubtless because every accident is investigated, for 
three purposes: to find the cause, to discipline any 
employe who may have been at fault and to take 
steps toward preventing a recurrence. Mr. Borland, 
admitting its difficulties, recommends this method 
for motor mishaps. He meets the objection that no 
one has time to investigate every minor accident by 
pointing out that a policy of careful inquiry, accom- 
panied by suitable action, soon would result in * 
er accidents to investigate. 

However this may be, it will be a healthy sign 
when the public abandons its fatalistic idea that mo- 
tor accidents just have to happen. They can never 
be ‘wholly eradicated, it is true, for the human ele- 
ment will remain fallible. But if the popular attitude 
once changes from “It couldn’t be helped” to “Who 
was at fault?” then progtess will begin in reducing 
the huge annual toll of livés and sche aie on our 
streets and highways.

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MARRIED WOMEN WITH JOBS. | 

A constant source of complaint by the unemployed 
during this dépréssion is against the holding of jobs 
by married women whose husbands are also gainfully 
employed. Men unable to find work are naturally 
resentful when they encounter instances of this sort, 
and, in response to this feeling, many employers have 
tried to correct the injustice in their own offices 
and plants. , 

Statistieg showing the exact extent of dual wage 
and salary-earning in a single family are lacking, 
but the Census Bureau has just released figures that 
throw some light on the question. In 1930, 10,632,149 
women 15 years of age or older were gainfully em- 
ployed,“ or approximately one in four of all women 
in that age period. In 1920, the figure was 8,346, 796. 
So that the increase of all women over 15 employed 
in the decadé amounted to more than 25 per cent. In 
the same period, employment of married women in- 
creased from 1,920,281 to 3,071,302, or 60 per cent. 

This disproportionate increase of job-holding among 
married women over the increase of job-holding 
among all women indicates that there is some justi- 
fication for the complaints of unemployed’ men, Of 
course, it should be borne in mind that many woman 
job-holdefs are not in competition with men, because 
the nature of their work precludes it. We refer to 
domestic sefvice, nursing and the like. Nor could 
men expect to displace the 21,000 women employed as 
actresses or the 2000 woman artists and sculptors.

The Evasiveness of Candidates 


URING a. presidential campaign, the 

orators cultivate the illusion that the 

country is divided into two distinct 
parties. But when the election is over and 
the business of government is resumed, it 
quickly transpires that national party lines 
are almost meaningless and that on all im- 
portant issues the decisions are arrived at 
by a grouping of factions. The occasions 
when a President is the leader of a united 
party against a united opposition are 80 
rare in our political history as to count as 
exceptions to the general rule. In the nor- 
mal situation, the President leads a coali- 
tion made up in part of his nominal sup- 
porters and in part of his nominal op- 
ponents. 

Consider, for example, the experience of 
Mr. Coolidge in dealing with the highly con- 
tentious McNary-Haugen bill in the Sixty- 
ninth Congress. Mr. Coolidge vetoed that 
bill and, for the purposes of the ensuing 
presidential campaign, “the Republican 
party” was counted as opposed to that type 
of legislation. But f vou look at the vote 
in Congress, you find that in the House 133 
Republicans, constituting 53.6 per cent of 
the Republican membership, voted for it, 
and 97 Democrats, constituting 53.2 per 
cent of the Democratic membership; you 
find that in the Senate 24 Republicans, or 
43.6 per cent of their party, voted aye, an 
22 Democrats; or 66 per cent of their party.

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Another Alsace-Lorraine

T is pretty generally agreed that the 
1 annexation of Alsace and Lorraine dy 
Germany in 1871 was a great political blun- 
der. Even Bismarck had his doubts about 
the wisdom of the act. If France had not 
been provided with this ground for re- 
venge, there is little probability that th 
French militarists and patriots could hav 
developed war sentiment, allied themselves 
with Russia and humiliated Germany. 

German misery and degradation today are 
in part the penalty paid for this act of 
short-sighted arrogance and greed on the 
part of her leaders in 1870-71. It is true 
that Alsace, and Lorraine were once pars 
of Germany and had been stolen from her 
by the French Bourbons. Yet, whatever 
Germany's historical and sentimental claims 
to Alsace-Lorraine, the lost provinces’ 
were not worth the price Germany has paid. 

But the men who made the peace treaties 
in 1919 were as lacking in sense as ve 
Moltke and Emperor William in 1877 
They have created a much worse Alsace- 
Lorraine to the east of Germany in the 
Corridor that separates East Prussia from 
the rest of Germany. It produces a situa- 
tion comparable to driving a Canadian 
wedge into the United States, cutting off 
New England from the rest of the Union. 

The well-known American publicist and 
editor, Paul Maerker Branden, has recently 
visited the Corridor, and in the New York 
American gives a graphic picture of what it 
means to live in or along the Corridor. 

The blow to German pride involved ia 
the awarding of the Corridor to Poland 
would have made the cession unwise. But 
this might have been lived down had it not 
deen for the incredible stupidities which 
have crept into the administration of travel 
across the boundaries,

REPORT SAYS MISSION 
- WORKERS LACK VISION 


Declares ‘Greater Number’ 
Have Limited Capacity — 
Too Much Sectarianism. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 13. — The 
fourth installment of the report 
of the Appraisal Commission of 
the laymen’s foreign mission in- 
quiry expresses the opinion that 
“the greater number” of mission- 


aries are “of limited outlook and 
capacity.” 

The survey of the Far Eastern 
mission situation was sponsored by 
seven Protestant denominations 
represented in the territory covered 
by more than 10,000 missionaries. 

The report says the missionary 
is prone to see his task as pri- 
marily that of promoting his own 
church organization. 

“The trail of self-interest with- 
in the organization lies like the 
trail of the serpent over the mis- 
sions of Asia within our  pur- 
view,” the report continues. 

“Of the thousands of mission- 
aries, there are many of conspic- 
uous power, true saintliness, and a 
sublime spirit of devotion, men 
and women in whose présence one 
feels himself at once exalted and 
unworthy. ' 

“The greater number seem to us 
of limited outlook and capacity; 
and there Are not a few whose vi- 
sion of the inner meaning of the 
mission has become obscured by 
the intricacies, divisions, frictions 
and details of a task too great for 
their powers and their hearts.” 

The report says that, on the 
whole, the human side of the mis- 
sion seems “unduly weak.” 

“As a member of a church, sent 
out by a church,” the report reads, 
“the missionary is prone to con- 
ceive his task as primarily that of 
promoting this organization. His 
board, as a rule, embodies and in- 
tensifies this conception; and the 
missionary is likely to be dominat- 
ed by the expectations of. his board. 

“Every. human organization has 
its hunger for influence, funds, 
membership; .tempts its servants 
into ways of ambition within. its 
ranks, and into a reputed ‘loyalty’ 
which involves petty competition 
with other organizations of simi- 
lar aim.” P
